A BONANZA K1NWS HOME. 


Destription of the >"ew Palace of Million- 
aire Vloocl.

But the new mansion of James C. 


Flood was the subject in hand, and, like 
Widow Bedott, I believe if you have a 
thing to say, go directly to the point. 
As 'I was" a-saying: 
Mr. Flood has 


broad, liberal ideas—when "me. or my 
folks" are concerned; he doesn't like 
his plebeian neighbors to come too near 
him; he doesn't want curious passers-by 
staring him out of countenance; he 
hasn't forgotten the "owld ancestral 
hall in me native land," where there 
was— I'arlor and kitchen and pantry 


And pijc-sty—nil in one. 


A.nd so he builded with a duo regard for 
his elevation from .Tim Flood, B. K 
(which the same means bar-keeper), to 
James C. Flood, Esq., Bonanza King— 
allc same B. K.; you sabe? 
As I was a- 


saying, James C. Flood, Esq., B. K., 
has rather more than 25 feet front, he 
has--well, figure it out for yourselves, 
my arithmetic never was first-class. Ho 
has a house and lot, the latter contain- 
ing a trifle over 15,000 acres; quite a 
slick little garden patch, you see, where 
he can raise sass and things. But it isn't 
garden seed he's planting—it's money. 
So he's not leaving nature unadorned, 
but is just slinging slathers of pretty 
things 
all 
over 
his lot. With 


artificial lakes, serpentine walks, drives 
which wind about here and there and 
everywhere, game preserves, labyrinths, 
fountains, terrace walks, bronzes, statu- 
ary, flower gardens fit for fairies to 
dwell in. The groves of trees would 
feel as if they are thrown in the shade 
were they not too old and too magnifi- 
cent to condescend to notice interlopers. 
When California trees, clothed in their 
natural dignity, lift their broad arms to- 
ward the sky, they are not so easily 
taken down. 


Leaving the lot just as Edison's elec- 


tric light changes the whole scene into 
fairy land, we will examine the house 
thereon. It is of irregular proportions, 
the facades being 120 "and 230 feet re- 
spectively, with an observatory 150 feet 
high. 
There are turrets and towers, 


bay windows and oriel windows, a fine 
port cochcrc, a grand and still a grander 
entrance, verandas 20 feet wide—in 
fact, every thing which artists could 
suggest to contribute to the grandeur of 
the building. Examining the interior 
arrangements, they prove as excellent 
as those of the exterior, and on the 
same grand scale. The basement floor 
is divided into wine cellars, larders, 
fuel rooms, and has also the heating 
and ventilating apparatus. The ground 
floor contains the grand halls and stair- 
cases, the library, dining and billiard- 
rooms, conservatory of music, dancing 
rooms, reception and drawing-rooms, 
smoking-rooms, a butler's pantry, 25 
feet square, smaller pantries, servants 
offices, etc. 


There are no seven by nine rooms in 


our B. K.'s mansion, and when on fete 
nights the entire floor is thrown into one 
room (as, with the exception of pantries 
and servants' offices, it can be') the 
spectacle will be magnificent indeed. 
The picture gallery is on the second 
floor. This room is lighted by hand- 
somely designed ceiling lights of stained 
glass. 
The remainder of the second 


floor is divided into boudoirs, guest- 
chambers, family rooms, dressing apart- 
ments, bath-rooms, where one may take 
a " common folks' " bath, or luxuriate 
in the Turkish or Russian process, after 
the manner of " respectable people. 
The third floor is designed to furnish 
room for the small army of servants 
necessary to keep the wheels of this fine 
establishment greased and in running 
order. 
Slowly descending from the 


heights, the mosaic work of the floors, 
the mantels of various colored marbles, 
inlaid with onyx, malachite and other 
costly stones, the frescoing of the ceil-

A curious experiment was tried some 


years ago, for the purpose of testing a 
new ventilating apparatus which had 
been placed in a large church building. 


j Sonic of tho trustees had opposed the 


i purchase of the " new-fangled notion " 


as a useless expense, and it was to con- 
vince them of the utility of it that the 
experiment was made. 
The occasion 


was a lecture by a famous orator. The. 
church was crowded lo its utmost ca- 
pacity. It was observed, however, that 
every one. seemed to be uncommonly 
comfortable and attentive, while even 
the lecturer failed lo exhibit tho physi- 
cal distress usually attendant upon ener- 
getic speaking in a crowded building. 
In order to show Ihe immense differ- 
ence between good ventilation and tho 
want of it, the skeptical trustees were 
taken to a position where they could get 
a full view of the audience, and the ven- 
tilators were closed. 
In a few moments 


the - entire aspect of things changed. 
The speaker began to labor and per- 
spire, and the listeners lo grow restless 
and inattentive, fidgeting about with the 
indescribable movement which so clearly 
indicates weariness and 
discomfort. 


Then the ventilators were reopened, 
and in a moment or two every body was 
it ease again—and the doubting trus- 
ees wore ready to pay double for the 
.pparalus, if necessary to secure it. 


The moral of this little story is plain. 


1" we want attentive audiences in our 
hurches and lecture-halls we must have 
Hire air. 
That it is not impossible to 


secure it, the instance that we have giv- 
en, and many others of similar charac- 
er, amply prove. It is said, for exam- 
ple, that the system of ventilation in Dr. 
John Hall's Church is so thorough that 
.he temperature docs not rise more than 
:hrce or four degrees after the church is 
full. 
Let us leave off some of the orna- 


mentation of our churches, if needful, 
and provide proper ventilation. 
The 


worship of the Lord's house will be far 
more enjoyable and profitable in a plain 
room thoroughly ventilated than in the 
most magniiiceiit building full of ex- 
hausted air and foul odors. 


This is equally true with respect to 


school-houses. 
Children (tan learn to 


read, and write, and spell, and even 
flounder through all the "ornamental 
branches," in a building as plain as a 
Quaker bonnet; but they can not stxidy 
to advantage, nor keeTp strong 
and 


healthy, if the air in the school-room is 
close and poisonous. It is not beyond 
the reach of human achievement to .se- 
cure pure air in school-rooms; and it 
ought to be the Jirat consideration, in 
planning the building, to provide for 
such an abundant supply of sweet air 
that the rooms shall never he unwholo- 
somely close, 
no matter how many 


childrcuarc placed in them. If parent's 
understood the absolute necessity of this 
to the physical ami mental growth of 
their children, they would insist ti^ou 
thorough ventilation with even m i n e ur- 
gency than they insist upon thorough 
instruction. 


The season is now at hand when 


houses must lie closed against the bil.- 
ing winter winds. 
Our" churches and 


school-rooms, heated with stnve.s or fur- 
naces, will continue to be, as herelot'ore, 
manufactories of slow poison, 
unless 


special care is taken to provide fur the 
admission of outside air in .some proper 
way. 
We commend t \c subject to the 


attentive consideration of church and 
school trustees. 
Thev can not do a 


The best uncolored Jup Te;i 


iu the city for 50 cents 


The bett Old Government Ja 


vii Colfee for 32 cents.

NATIVE LIMK. 


The X a t n r K l i,ime 
II«-(}M of 
r.a.H(i*i 


Among the natural products, some of 


them possessing very peculiar charac- 
teristics, whicirtho young and growing 
State of Kansas contains, is a singular 
substance, lying in very considerable 
beds, and called "Kansas native lime." 
It is, says a correspondent of the Amer- 
ican Architect, of a beautiful white 
col- 


or and of a very line-grained texture. 
It is soft, smooth, and readily made in'.o 
a plastic condition by the admixture of 
ft suitable quantity of sand and water. 
The mortar thus made up has seeming- 
ly identical qualities to tho best mortar 
as made from superior limes selected 
from kilns where the lime rock vs-hich 
had been employed for burning had 
been of the very purest nature. 


The native lime is a sort of whitish, 


and pure white, clay, lying disposed 
favorably in beds more or less horizontal 
in their position. These beds are seen 
to be outcropping along the borders of 
certain streams, and in the breaks of 
hills, and in sucn places tlie beds can 
be worked entirely above the water 
lev- 


el. Experiments which have been per- 
formed, by workmen and artisans in 
Kansas have exhibited the fact that 
Kansas lime mortar serves as good 
pur- 


poses as any other usual styles or kinds 
of mortar, and even bettor than some 
of the artificial mortars, especially for 
nice inside work. The tendency of this 
newly discovered deposit of pseudo- 
lime, when made into mortar for walls 
and stonework, or plastering, is to soon 
set and harden. 
Another remarkable 


quality then noticed is its turning im- 
mediately to an intense whiteness. The 
beds are very thick and easily dug; so 
that large quantities of the substance 
can be thrown up, and at once applied 
to use. 
Beside its ready adaptability to 


purposes 
of mortar, 
it has 
also 


been 
applied 
to 
the 
purposes 


of whitewashing, 
and in this re- 


spect it has 
been 
applied as an 


admirable substitute for lime prepared 
artificially. 
These immense beds of 


pseudo-lime occur in localities where 
railways oi Eastern Kansas can readily 
be utilized for shipping the material to 
all parts of the country. It is, perhaps, 
presumable that upon the spread of tho 
knowledge of this fact, tlio excellent 
natural mortar lime and whitewash lime 
from these native deposits may become 
articles of export, especially as improved 
styles of. building and more permanent 
structures* every whore in Kansas, 
Mis- 


souri, Nebraska, Iowa and Illinois are 
growing to be more and more the re- 
quisites of the times. The great pseudo- 
lime beds or native beds of calcined 
lime rock are a geological phenomenon. 
They are difficult to account for in any 
plain or obvious manner. They have a 
close resemblance in their phvsical 
con- 


dition and looks, and in tlfeir feel or 
touch, and in their action when mixed 
to form mortar, to the best mortars 
made in the usual ways with the very 
best of limes. Can it be possible that 
some of the unknown laws of electro- 
magnetism and of terrestrial magnetism, 
which cause certain metamorphisnis to
